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Imperial Rights iu the Colonies. 

Tho discussion in the ILouao of 
Lords on the 18th of Judo on tho 
Constitution of our Colonial Bishop-, 
rics, olicitod by tho presentation of 
Miss Burdett Coutts' Petition, called 
forth tbo expression of opinions on Im- 
perial Hights. Civil as well as Eccle- 
Eittstical, in tho Colonics, which, ema- 
nating from tho highest judicial au- 
thorities in tho land, aro of peculiar 
intorost to us. Tho Potition, which 
■was prosontod by tho Bishop of Lon- 
don, sot forth that as long back as 
1847 tho petitioner contributed £i7,- 
500 to tho funds of tho Bishopric of 
Capo Town, and that she was asked 
to contribute that luonuy aud did so 
contribute it for tho establishment of 
a branch of tho Uuitod Church of 
England and Ireland, ller Majosty's 
Government for tho time were parties 
to tho anangomont unlor whiih tho 
money was paid, for certain letters 
patont wero issued which embodied 
the proposition that tho Bishop so ap- 
pointed was to bo a Bishop of the 
United Church of England and Ire- 
land, having jurisdiction ovor tho 
clergy in tho colony of tho Cape, and 
exorcising that jurisdiction in accord- 
ance with tho law and tho principles 
of tho United Church of England and 
Ireland, and acknowledging tho su- 
premacy of Her Mujosty tho Queen. 
In the samo yoar tho petitioner was 
also induood to contribute tho sum of 
£17,500 for tho foundation of another 
bishopric in tho colony of Adelaide, in 
Australia, and as lato as tho yoar 1850 
sho contributed £15,000 for tho found- 
ation of a bishopric in British Colum- 
bia, adding thereto the sum of £10,000 
for the endowment of two areh-doacon- 
ries in tho samo colony. The peti- 
tioner now prayed that the money, 
amounting altogether to £00,000, 
might bo dovoted to the purposes 
Tvhioh sho had in viow at the time of 
its contribution: It might bo said that 
in oaso of any divorsiou from tho 
original purposes tho law might be 
put into operation, but it was no oasy 
matter at onco to carry on suits in 
Adelaide, Biitish Columbia, and tho 
courts at home. Tho potitionor did 
not desire to recovor tho money, but 
her present action was duo to the con- 
viction that great public principles 
wore at stako — principles of tho ut- 
most importanco to our Colonial 
Church. Tho Eight Eov. Prolato, iu 
an ablo and lucid speech, oxp'ainod 
the present position of tho Colonial 
Bishops through tho docision of the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Coun- 
cil in tho Colonzo case, and in tho caso 
of Long vs. tho Bishop of Capo Town, 
and pointed out tho neeossity for legis- 
lation to sot at rest existing doubts 
and grievances with regard to tho 
powers of tho Urowu over tho colonies 
in matters spiritual, flo trusted ho 
might bo allowed to press upon tho 
noblo carl who presided ovor tho Gov- 
ernment that in any legislation on tho 
subject groat caro should bo takon to 
secure tho colonists in their right to 
romain mombors of tho Church of Eng- 
land and Ireland if thoy desired it. 
TV hen colonics wore sopuratod from 
tho mother country thoy necessarily 
becamo indopondent in ecclesiastical 
as in all other matters ; yet, while 
they remained connected with the 
mother country, there was appeal in 
all civil rnatturs to tho courts at homo, 
and so tho same connection with tho 
mother Church should bo preserved 
till the day arrivod when tho colonies 
bocamo independent States. If they 
wero to havo this absolute indepen- 
dence in matters ecclesiastical, it would 
bo titno enough to give it whon they 
wero perfectly independent in maltora 
Civil. Tho Eov. Prelate then oxplained 
that tho decision did not effect all the 
colonial churches ; thoro wore only 18 
out 40 to which it directly applied, and 
because there wore tlillicultios affect- 
ing those 18 it would bo a groat mil-- 
take to reduce tho whole 40 to tho 
samo condition. Lord Brouyham 
fully endorsed tho judgment in tho 
Colonso caso, and thought that in the 
colonies as in tho mother country a 
Bishop ought to bo subject to a Me- 
tropolitan. Tho Archhihhoo of Can- 
terbury, who spoko noxt, said the 
problem to bo solved was, ho.v, undor 
existing circumstances, aftor tho two 
rocont decisions of tho Judicial Com- 
mittco of tho Pi ivy Council, tho con- 
nexion between cortuin colonial 
churches and tho mother country 
could bo maintained. It was proposed 
that by legislative action thoy should 
pronounco that thoso churches wero 
in tho samo connovion with tho Es- 
tablished Cnurch of England in point 
of doctrino and discipline as thoy wore 
bofbro thoso decisions. IIo thought 
it would bo vory difficult to provo that 
this could bo tho case. Ho thon road 
portions of tho judgment in tho two 
oases referred to, to show that tho 



Uuitod Chnrou of England and Ireland 
is not a part of tho Constitution ol tho 
Colonial Settlement, and cannot bo 
treated as part of tho law which tho 
settlers carriod with thorn from tho 
ruothor country. Tho quostion in- 
volvod tho interests of millions, and bo 
entreated thoir lordships to deal caro- 
fully with this graro subject, and not 
to ruBh into promaturo legislation. 
Earl Groy callod thoir lordships' at- 
tention to tho power of tho Imperial 
Parliamont ovor the colonics. % lr fully 
recognized tho groat respect duo to 
Colonial Legislatures croaiod in vari- 
ous parts of tho Empire ; but ho main- 
tained that if tho Empiro was to bo 
kopt logelher the imperial Parliameut, in 
ease of necessily, must havo tho right, for 
ibe general intcresia of the whole, of exer- 
cising supreme power over all members ol 
the Empire. It was the docirlne of Borke, 
and all great men of former days, which hud 
boau lost sight of of late. Ho alluded 'o the 
fact of the Imperial Parliament having sus- 
pended the legislative functions of tho inde- 
pendent Legislature of Lower Canada ond 
placod in that eoloDy a Governor and o per- 
bod nominated by the Crown to assist him iu 
tho Government. When an Act was passed 
abolishing slavery in all parts of tho British 
Dominions, no doubt was entertained about 
the supreme power of Parliament, and no 
ono doubted at the present moment, if the 
Legislature ol tho Cupe of Good Hope, or of 
Canada, wished to establish slavory thoy 
would bo precluded from doing so by the 
terms o( the Aot of Parliament. This 
drew to his feet the noblo Lord at the hoad o' 
die Government (Earl Eussell), who obseivod 
that there could be no doubt that in caso of 
necessity the Imperial Parliament had the 
supremo power ovor colonial legislatures, 
but it was a power which ought not to be 
exercised without a clear necessity [hear, 
hear]; and abovo all, their lordships und 
the other Houso of Parliament should not 
exercise it so as to aggravate and not assuagu 
passions. Aftor dealing with tho question 
before the House, and pointing out the deli- 
cacy of the ground on which their lordships 
were invited to tread, ho concluded with the 
following significant words : " He must, at 
the same time, observe that he had always 
understood that, although tho Crown might 
govern tho colonies by statute, or by means 
of a Governor and Council, yet that when 
the Crown had onco given to a colon; a 
representative constitution, it was not within 
its power to withdraw thai constitution." 
Several noblo lords followed tho Premier, 
to whose arguments we shall bereulter recur. 



Politics iu the Fire Department. 

Editors Colonist & Chronicle :— I ask a 
space in your columns to insert tho enclosed 
communication, containing a copy of my 
resignation as Treasurer of tho Fire Depart- 
ment. And, although averse to rushing into 
print, I feel it my duty to make this public 
avowal, and enter my protest against tho 
course taken by the Conference Committee on 
Saturday evening last. 

To the President, and Members of the Board 
of Delegate) of the Victoria Fire Depart- 
ment. 

Gentlemen :— I hereby tender my resig- 
nation as Treasurer of tho Victoria Fire De- 
partment ; and, in order that 1 may not be 
misunderstood, with your permission I 
would beg to submit the reasous which most 
reluctantly compol me to tako this step, on 
the eve of the expiration ol my term of said 
nDSoo : The position in which I am placed, 
as Treasurer, leavo me no other alternative 
than, either to forward to tbs hon. Colonial 
.Secretary a certain reply, passed by the 
Hoard of Delegates in conference with the 
Company's Committee, or resign. I have no 
hesitation in preferring tho latter course; as 
I consider a portion of Baid reply is calculat- 
ed to do a great injury to bo best interests ol 
the Department. The clause in said reply, to 
which I refer, reads as follows : 

" Tho Firo Department, whilst it appre- 
ciates tho ' extreme regrets ' expressed by 
His Excellency, cannot but deplore the 
action of the Legislative Council, by which 
the laudable ellorts of tho House of Assem- 
bly to reduce the expenses ol Government, 
in accordance with the condition o( the Colo- 
ny, havo been frustrated, and tho existence 
ol the Firo Department seriously imperiled." 

The languago of this portion of the reply, 
is of a decidedly political characier ; a course, 
of alt others, which the department should 
avoid, and whioh, if persisted in, will be cer- 
tain to destroy the haimony of tho organiza- 
tion^ and havo a greater tendency to 
" seriously imperil the existence of the Fire 
Department " than even tbo great financial 
embarrassment of which we justly complain. 

Hoping this subject may eeern of suliieient 
importance to the Board of Delegates, to lake 
some steps to lay tho matter before the Du- 
partment, ond if possible, reconsider said 
reply, which was carried in the Committee of 
Couterenco by a bare mujnriiy of one, 
1 have, etc., &c

San Francisco, September 9— The British 
brig Ann Sanderson, Captain Sanderson, 
sailed Irom Yokuhama..

Shortly after cor departuro a sudden and 
most severo hurricuno was experienced ou 
tho coast of Japan, accompanied by frequent 
whirlwinds, during which tho brig is sup- 
posed to have foundered.
